I’m enclosing an article that 
appeared in the Los Angeles Times, dated 12 April *96 regard¬ 
ing the company that hauls our trash.

In early 1994 our city fathers awarded a five year contract 
to Western Waste Industries despite the fact that they were not 
the lowest bidder. The lowest bid was, I believe, $250,000 
less. 

The rationale given at the time was that the Council didn’t 
have confidence in the low bidder, and that Western Waste 
had the experience. There is no question that they had the 
“experience;” we have lived in Sierra Madre for a good num¬ 
ber of years, and I can’t recall any other company having 
hauled our trash. There was one other reason given to explain 
the Council’s decision to award the contract to Western Waste. 

It seems that in 1987 Sierra Madre had made a math error 
and overpaid Western Waste $133,800. This error was not 
discovered until June of ‘93. As I remember, the Council felt 
that by awarding the contract to Western Waste, the city would 
be assured of recouping the overpayment. 

Enclosed is a 21 March ‘94 letter I wrote to the Sierra 
Madre News, expressing my concern over the cavalier man¬ 
ner in which our city conducts the time honored bidding pro¬ 
cess. 

When the next contract is awarded I sincerely hope it will 
be done in a fair and businesslike manner.

Anti-ordinance Group Has New Name

At a meeting last Thursday evening at the home of Keith 
and Judy Latham the members of the Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee voted to change the group’s name. Wanting a name 
that more closely identified their goals, the group voted to 
rename themselves the “Citizens for Property rights” (CPR). 
CPR is dedicated to opposing any ordinance through which a 
property’s aesthetics or exterior appearance (except regard¬ 
ing health and safety reasons) is controlled by anyone except 
the property owner. 

CPR seeks to resuscitate the rights of property owners 
which have been battered by the present historic Preservation 
Ordinance, enacted in 1987, and by a proposed new, more 
restrictive Historic Preservation Ordinance. The present or¬ 
dinance, though vaguely worded, allows the City Council, 
acting on the recommendation of the Cultural Heritage com¬ 
mission, to designate a property, or portion thereof, as a His¬ 
toric Resource, even against the wishes of the property owner. 
I’roperties presently designated are subject to review by the 
Cultural heritage Commission for all exterior changes. The 
proposed new Historic Preservation Ordinance, in all the ver¬ 
sions drafted by the Cultural Heritage Commission to date, 
would affect not only designated properties (with or without 
the consent of the owner) but also any property which might 
be eligible for designation at some future date. 

Citizens for Property Rights is seeking to meet with the 
Cultural Heritage Commission to redraft the ordinance. Mem¬ 
bers of CPR are putting together a questionnaire polling the 
likes and dislikes of presently designated property owners. 
They are attempting to aid those property owners who wish 
to have their property de-designated. They are asking the City 
Council to direct the Cultural Heritage Commission to con¬ 
fine their activities only to those specifically allowed by the 
present ordinance affecting only officially designated historic 
resources. CPR objects to attempts by the CHC to extend their 
review to any property on any “windshield” list or any other 
non-officially list of possible historic resources. 

Members of Citizens for Property Rights acknowledge the 
responsibilities to the community and to the environment 
which accompany property rights. Noting that many of the 
members of “Citizens for E^operty Rights” had beautifully 
restored their historic homes without the oversight of any 
governmental agency, Donna Sutcliffe remarked: “We are 
true preservationists.”

Sierra Madre residents, including Sierra Madre’s oldest na¬ 
tive, Doris Webster, who drove herself to the meeting. Mrs.

Question: Recently, the brake lights and 
rear turn signal lights in my mini-van 
stopped working. I replaced one bulb, but 
that didn't help. So I asked a mechanic to 
look for a short or wiring problems. He 
said only the bulbs needed to be replaced 
and replaced them. The lights work fine 
now. Could all the bulbs go out 
simultaneously or do you think there 
could be a wiring problem? The van has 
about 60,000 miles on it. 

Answer: If replacing the bulbs corrected the 
problem, it is unlikely that wiring is the problem. 
It could be that the bulbs did just bum out at or 
near the same time due to age. A surge (or Spike) 
of electricity from an intermittent faulty voltage 
regulator or improper jump start could also cause 
this unusual problem. 

Some other possibilities that can keep bulbs from 
working properly include: corroded or loose bulbs 
or socket connections, using the wrong type of bulb 
or damage to hut bulbs from water leaks caused 
by bad lens gaskets or a cracked lens.

The first home visited was 
the Austrian Villa of Dr. 
Patricia Duarte Pocock and 
Dr. Tom Pocock.

sunroom is decorated with 
small plants and stained glass 
windows depicting a castle in 
many colors. The afternoon 
sun shining through the 
stained glass window is a 
small aspect that only whim¬ 
sical personalities would 
catch. The sunroom has a 
small iron fence to give it a 
feeling of “repose.” There is 
a living room with a Chinese 
painting of herons. The up¬ 
stairs fireplace has a wisteria 
motif. Dr. Pocock’s discus¬ 
sion of the linden tree history 
was good. 

The second house was the 
Spanish type house owned by 
Dr. John and Donna Watter. 
The green ceramic tile in her 
kitchen was done personally 
by Donna Watter. The earthy 
ceramic tone in her kitchen 
matched the ivy on her 
frosted glass kitchen cabinets. 
The kitchen blends into a 
small, fenced quartered-off 
garden. The perception of a 
Spanish or eclectic mood is 
emphasized by African art 
bought by Dr.Watter. There 
are paintings of leopards and 
zebras by Susan Arnold of 
Arcadia. There are pewter 
dishes on display and 1800’s 
gun collections, and also pic¬ 
tures of steamships. The 
steamship portraits were done 
by John Kelly. There was an 
Egyptian parchment painting 
in the sitting room. Like 
something out of a movie set, 
the home of Dr. Watter sits 
waiting like a movie location. 
The bathroom is done in rust 
tile with an antique diver’s 
helmet giving an aquatic 
touch. 

A portrait depicting angels 
is in the Watter’s living room, 
given by the Tripp family. 
Dr. Watter’s mother, Bertha 
Holizer, holds the same name 
as the Holizer cannon in Me¬ 
morial Park in Sierra Madre.

There are foxglove 
flowers, Calloways which are

ivy and honeysuckle flowers 
entwining a love seat. 

The English country home 
is a remodeled house which 
took years to remodel. There 
are historical Victorian nap¬ 
kin rings and a Victorian pi¬ 
ano. The piano has turn of the 
century inlays of copper. To 
kindle a Shakespearean, En¬ 
glish mood, this house has the 
flavor. There are hardwood 
floors, polished to perfection, 
and the English cottage atmo¬ 
sphere circumvents a travel 
back into time. The high 


eaves of the master bedroom 
correspond to the eaves of an 
English castle, when houses 
had to grow upwards, be¬ 
cause of the lack of space in¬ 
side the medieval walls of a 
castle. There were brackets 
in the eaves of the walls of the 
dining room. There were 
Tudor style windows. The 
cozy rooms upstairs were 4 
bedrooms and a quaint laun¬ 
dry room. 

In the master bedroom, a 
spacious balcony opens up to 
a huge view of the whole San 
Gabriel Valley.

The English Country 
house is artfully done with 
motifs of angels, all over the 
house.

Kathie Klass, chief of 
Consumer Information for 
the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration was 
the guest of honor at the most 
recent meeting of the 
Arcadia/Monrovia chapter of 
Soroptimists International on 
Friday, Apr. 12. 

After an introduction by 
Soroptimist Ann Durgerian, 
Ms. Klass told the group, 
“This is really your meeting.” 
She spoke briefly with regard 
to President Clinton’s support 
of Women and Families, as 
well as traffic safety issues. 

In her department, “It’s an 
early warning system” to re¬ 
port any problems dealing 
with highway safety. In addi¬ 
tion, each individual present 
at the meeting was encour¬ 


aged to speak out on any issue 
at all that concerned them. 

In the “at the table” discus¬ 
sion, Kathie made it clear that 
President Clinton wanted to 
hear about anything that con¬ 
cerned the public. A full re¬ 
port of the morning’s break¬ 
fast meeting will go to the 
White House, along with 
quotes and any published ar¬ 
ticles resulting from it. 

Kathie went on to discuss 
child safety seats, auto seat 
belts and how imperative they 
were to safety on the road. 
“Buckle your seat belt prop¬ 
erly,” she advised. According 
to Kathie, $ 137 billion dollars 
are spent on automobile 
crashes each year. The Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration believes that 
most of these accidents, and 
resulting high costs, can be 


avoided. 

After this, the floor was 
turned over to all of the guests 
present at the meeting that 
morning. One by one, each of 
us brought up concerns about 
traffic safety as well as vari¬ 
ous current issues, such as the 
continuing problem of illegal 
aliens, child car seat compat¬ 
ibility, automobile “recalls,” 
public education, family val¬ 
ues and more.

(aka Hie Egg Basket) 

Maybe some of Arcadia's green space is possible be¬ 
cause of the well-fertilized soil. In the 1920s and ’30s 
Arcadia had quite a reputation as a poultry raising com¬ 
munity. 

Her population was growing rapidly and many of the 
new arrivals came with the purpose of raising chickens. 
Poultry ranches sprung up all around the area with long 
rows of laying houses, brooding houses, feed rooms and 
fenced runways. 

Unfortunately a great many of these chicken farmers 
had more money than experience. They often underesti¬ 
mated what success demanded in the business. It took more 
than just throwing out the feed and gathering the eggs. In 
many instances, a year or two would find the poultryman 
either at the end of his rope financially or his ambition and 
enthusiasm at the vanishing point. 

He would either sell out to another hopeful or his long 
rows of poultry houses would begin to gather dust and 
cobwebs while he turned to gardening or hunted a job. 

Some of the new poultrymen came with wealth and 
merely took up chicken ranching as a hobby. If it did not 
pan out profitably or they tired of it, they just closed out 
their stock and stayed on to enjoy life in the community 
of their choice. 




One gentleman chicken farmer was a member of the 
royal family of Denmark, Prince Erik, cousin of the King." 
He married the wealthy heiress of the Booth lumber for¬ 
tune of Canada and the couple came to Arcadia in 1924 to 
build their home and raise poultry as a hobby. 

They bought a tract of eight acres near the northwest 
corner of today’s Santa Anita Avenue and Las Tunas. 
Prince Erik built a mansion befitting his station of royalty. 
In the rear he built numerous hen houses all trimmed with 
bright blue paint. 

The Prince assumed the democratic ways of American 
life with an easy grace; donned old clothes and worked 
beside his help on the ranch. One could often meet him 
around town, dressed in overalls and buying supplies. He 
was said to be a likeable fellow, spoke fair English and had 
a ready greeting for those he met. His “mansion,” in ex¬ 
cellent condition, is still in use on Santa Anita Avenue. 

By about 1930 Arcadia had become known as the egg 
basket of Los Angeles. It was home to 153 poultry breed¬ 
ers, 10 to 12 hatcheries and a chicken cannery. Over 5000 
eggs were shipped out daily. 

Poultry shows in the city were common events in the 
’20s and ’30s. The different phases of the poultry business 
brought a great deal of money to the city. Some of that 
money sparked the economic development of West 
Arcadia beginning at the comer of Baldwin Avenue and 
Duarte Road.

One day last fall, I arrived at San Francisco International Airport an hour before my 2:42 
p.m. flight. My destination was Burbank and I was going home for the weekend in Arcadia. I 
had taken this one hour flight quite a few times. However, much to my dismay, I discovered 
the flight was delayed almost two hours. I had experienced flight delays before and I did not 
think it was any big deal. But as the departure time was pushed back even further, until 6:30, 

I noticed a remarkable phenomenon. 

The otherwise placid departure lounge turned into a zoo, my fellow passengers vultures, 
waiting to swoop down on each other. Nothing like a four-hour delay to turn adults into whin¬ 
ing, self-centered children. A stocky man with graying hair and a cellular phone berated the 
gate agent because his Visa Gold card with the $5,(XX) limit would not work. 

When he said to the agent, “Do you know who I am?” she looked him straight in the eyes 
and said that she did not care. People waiting for phones almost attacked those who talked too 
long. The stifling hot lounge was filled with travelers standing in long lines to complain at 
Customer Service. The unfortunate airline employees struggled to pacify 50 shouting people. 

When we finally lined up at the jetway, the agent called those with first class and zone one 
tickets. At this point, a man in an Armani suit shoved through the line, almost knocking an old 
lady with a cane off her feet. 

Without stopping, he continued to push forward and almost went into a rage when the agent 
asked him to check the overstuffed, silk-lined garment bag because it was too big. The man 
complained, not willing to part with his precious bag. But the gate agent persisted and the man 
walked off in a huff. Finally, a few minutes later as the plane lifted into the air, everyone cheered 
and clapped. It was extraordinary to see these people, who had been ready to tackle each other 
for a seat moments earlier, celebrating together. 

While my plane flew south, I realized air travel has shattered the barriers of social class. 
Fifty years ago, when most traveled by train or ocean liner, getting there was half the fun. 
However, the barriers between first class, second class, and third were heavily defined. Those 
unfortunate to wallow in the bowels of a ship in third class \wm« barred from entering the up¬ 
per decks where first class passengers traveled in regal splendor. 

Fifty years ago, a passenger might have gotten better service by asking if people knew who 
he was. When traveling by plane on these short flights, everyone is the same. On this small 
Boeing 737, there is one big cabin; except for a small first class separated from coach by a 
mere curtain. In coach, the seats are the same and the food is the same. 

But no matter what the class, people experience the delays and bad service together, as a 
whole. It often does not matter who you are. When I told the man with the first class ticket that 
I had been waiting just as long as he had and that he should go to the back of the line, he sim¬ 
ply said, “Well I am in first class.” 

Imagine my satisfaction when the agent told him that a first class ticket did not mean he 
could shove people aside. I probably would travel first class if I had the money, but for right 
now I’ll stick with coach. For one thing, it’s a lot more interesting.
